Pulitzer, proprietor of the New York 
W orld an<l the St. I^onis Post-Dispatch, 
died aboard his yacht, the Liberty, in 
Charleston 
harbor. 
The 
Immediate 
cause of 
Mr. 
Pulitzer’s death 
was 
heart 
failure. 
He had 
been in 
ill 
health for several days, but until a 
few hours before the end none sus­ 
pected the gravity of his condition. 
Mrs. Pulitzer, who had been sent 
for, 
arrived 
from 
New 
York 
and 
reached the yacht shortly before her 
husband died. 
At his bedside when 
the end came also was his youngest 
son, Herbert, who has been cruising 
with his father. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s body will be taken 
north on a special Pullman car. 
The 
funeral will take place at Woodlawn 
cemetery in New York, probably to­ 
ward the tad of the week. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s son, Joseph, Jr., now 
is on his way from St. Ixrnis with his 
wife and one of his daughters will 
come from Florida.

For more than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury Joseph Pulitzer had been one of 
the leading figures in Am erican jour­ 
nalism 
Born in Hungary in 1847 and 
educated there he came to this coun­ 
try 
in 
1863, enlisted in the Union 
arm y and served as a cavalrym an un­ 
til the end of the war, when he settled 
in St. Louis, which for many years 
was to be ths sowie of his journalistic 
activities. 


Enters Journalism as Reporter. 


His early newspaper training was 
as a reporter and afterwards city ed­ 
itor. managing editor and part pro­ 
prietor of the W estliche Post, edited 
by Carl Schurz. 
He bought the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, which, under his 
management, became in a few years 
one of the best known and most wide­ 
ly circulated journals in the section. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s entry into New York 
journalism took place in 1883. when 
he bought the World, then a paper of 
small circulation. 
Its circulation and 
prestige grew rapidly under his gen­ 
eral direction. 
A building to house it. 
w hich he erected in 1890 on Park Row, 
wag, until overtopped by the skyscrap­ 
ers of later years, one of the most 
striking of New Y o rk ’s office build­ 
ings. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s sight began to fail 
him in the late eighties and after a 
time he became totally blind. 
Ever 
since he had been a partial Invalid, 
but up to the laRt had kept general 
supervision over his newspaper prop­ 
erties in New York and in St. Louis 
and taken an interest in civic affairs. 
Much of his wealth has been given 
for educational purposes. 
He donated 
$ 1,600,0(10 to Columbia college to es­ 
tablish 
and 
maintain 
a 
college of 
journalism and 
established 
scholar­ 
ships in that institution for deserving 
toy graduates of New York 
public 
schools. 
During his residence in 
Missouri 
Mr. Pulitzer served as a member of 
th« legislature and was a delegate from 
that state to the Democratic national 
convention in 1880. 
He was elected 
to the Forty-ninth congress from a 
New York district, but resigned after 
a few months’ service.

til the end of the war, when he settled 
in St. Louis, which for many years 
was to be the some of his journalistic 
activities. 


Enters Journalism as Reporter. 


His early newspaper training was 
as a reporter and afterwards city ed­ 
itor. managing editor and part pro­ 
prietor of the W estliche Post, edited 
by Carl Schurz. 
He bought the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, which, under his 
management, became in a few years 
one of the best known and most wide­ 
ly circulated journals in the section. 
Mr. Pulitzer's entry into New York 
journalism took place in 1883, when 
he bought the W orld, then a paper of 
small circulation. 
Its circulation and 
prestige grew rapidly under his gen­ 
eral direction. 
A building to house it, 
which he erected in 1890 on Park Row, 
was, until overtopped by the skyscrap 
ers of later years, one of the most 
striking of New York's office build­ 
ings. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s sight began to fall 
him in the late eighties and after a 
time he became totally blind. 
Ever 
since he had been a partial invalid, 
but up to the last had kept general 
supervision over his newspaper prop­ 
erties in New York and in St. Louis 
and taken an interest in civic affairs. 
Much of his wealth has been given 
for educational purposes. 
He donated 
$1,000,000 to Columbia college to es­ 
tablish 
and 
m aintain 
a 
college of 
journalism and 
established 
scholar­ 
ships in that institution for deserving 
boy graduates of New York public 
schools. 
During his residence In 
Missouri 
Mr. Pulitzer served as a member of 
the legislature and was a delegate from 
that state to the Democratic national 
convention in 1880. 
H e was elected 
to the Forty-ninth congress from a 
New York district, but resigned after 
a few months’ service.

The arena will bt* the same size as 
that of Madison Square Garden, but 
It will have a far larger seating capac­ 
ity. 
On the main floor will be 3.088 
orchestra seats and ninety-one boxes 
containing 540 seats, and two baloo 
nies seating 2,483 and 1,905 respective 
ly, a total seating capacity of 8,622, 
being more than has the garden. 
The upper ten stories will be used 
for loft purposes. 
When the arena or 
central floor space is used for convell 
Huns or other largo gatherings chairs 
cun be placed for nearly 4,500 addl 
tional seats, so that nearly 13,000 peo 
pie can lie seated if desired. 
There will be a mezzanine floor with 
over 150 box stalls.
